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MEETING OF THE 
BOARD OF TRADE 

MANY MATTERS OF INTEREST 

Busy Session Demonstrates Broad 
Scope of Work Carried on by 
the Board 

Monday evening’s session of the 
Board of Trade demonstrated conclu¬ 
sively that the organization deserves 
the united support of every citizen of 
Sierra Madre. The wide range of in¬ 
terests involved in the matters which 
came up for consideration showed that 
fact more plainly than anything else 
could do. 

Attendance was good, though not so 
large as it should be regularly. Presi¬ 
dent Welsher presided and called first 
for the reports of standing commit¬ 
tees. F. H. Hartman, chairman of the 
advertising committee, reported that 
the publication of a booklet or folder 
had been delegated to M. H. Bridle as 
a special committee, that the copy was 
now in the hands of the printer and 
would be ready within a week. George 
P. Morgridge, chairman of the enter¬ 
tainment committee, requested that the 
board agree upon a date for the annual 
banquet which had been postponed 
from February because the members 
of the entertainment committee were 
busy with the benefit entertainment. 
It was thought best to set the date 
afer Lent and April 28 was finally de¬ 
cided upon. 

J. A. Patterson reported for the spe¬ 
cial c mmittee in charge of the benefit 
entertainment. Net profits of about 
$60 resulted from the two evening per¬ 
formances. the amount having un¬ 
doubtedly been cut down from $30 to 
$60 by the inclement weather which 
prevailed both nights. He said many 
requests had come in for a repetition 
of the event, but the committee felt 
unwilling to act without Instructions 
from the Board of Trade. Upon mo¬ 
tion of F. D. R. Moote the committee 
was requested to have the entertain¬ 
ment repeated, March 23 being the 
date set. Special votes of thanks were 
extended to J. A. Patterson, who bore 
the brunt of the work of preparation, 
and to Guy H. Johnson, who also 
served on the committee though not a 
member of the board. 

The Fourth Annual Sierra Madre- 
Mr. Wilson race will be held on Wed¬ 
nesday, April 12. Secretary Paterson 
reported that entry blanks had been 
printed and placed with the sporting 
goods houses in Los Angeles as has 
been customary. The first prize this 
year will be a gold watch, in addition 
to the inscription of the winner’s name 
on the big Richard K. Fox gold medal 
which goes to the winner of three 
races. The three events already held 
have been won by different men each 
year. 

Upon motion of Captain Osgood, 
Secretary Patterson was authorized to 
have an appropriate sign painted to 
designate the location of the secre¬ 
tary's office. This will not only be a 
convenience for strangers who are 
looking for the secretary, but will 
doubtless suggest to many casual vis¬ 
itors the idea of inquiring for infor¬ 
mation and advertising matter regard¬ 


ing Sierra Madre, thus increasing the 
efficiency of the Board of Trade as a 
promoton agency. 

J. C.. Dickson presented the matter 
of street trees, with special reference 
to those streets where young trees 
have been planted recently and part of 
(lie trees have died. While this work 
was done at private expense he 
thought it would be fair for the city 
to undertake to replace the dead trees 
in such cases. He also favored pro¬ 
ceeding with uniform tree planting 
wherever possible and called upon At¬ 
torney Moote for an explanation of the 
workings of the so-called Vroman act 
under which the work may be ordered 
by the city and the cost assessed 
against the abutting property. The 
chairman was authorized to appoint a 
committee to confer with the city trus¬ 
tees regarding the matter. He ap¬ 
pointed Messrs. F. D. R. Moote, J. A. 
Osgood and J. C. Dickson. 

M. H. Bridle reported fur the special 
committee in charge of the Sierra 
Madre exhibit at the Land and Prod¬ 
ucts Exposition which opens next Fri¬ 
day in Shrine Auditorium, Los An¬ 
geles. A relief map has been prepared 
by City Engineer W. F. Bixby which 
will show as nothing else could, the 
matchless situation of Sierra Madre on 
the foothills above the San Gabriel 
Valley. An artist lias been secured to 
paint a large picture which will give 
an excellent idea of the Sierra Madre 
landscape, to be hung as a background 
for the exhibit. Sierra Madre fruit 
will be shown and the Sierra Madre 
Vintage company will make a showing 
of their products. The Woman's cluo 
will provide attendants from among 
itu own members so that there will be 
some one in charge of the exhibit all 
the time. 

The matter of the recent change in 
the evening car schedule was brought 
up, together with the inconvenience 
caused to many of the commuters. It 
was thought that the Pacific Electric 
company might be induced to make 
some very slight changes to accom¬ 
modate local patrons. The changes 
suggested were to have the 5:15 car 
leave Los Angeles at 5:30 as formerly, 
and the 6:05 car leave at 6:15. Upon 
motion, President Welsher instructed 
the transportation committee to see 
what can be done and appointed F. D. 
R. Moote in place of J. A. Madden as 
a member >f the committee. 

Complaint having been made that the 
Edison company had not made the 
promised 20 per cent, reduction in 
lighting rates it was suggested that 
the coipmittee, of which N. W. Tarr 
was chairman, be instructed to re¬ 
open the matter. The company did 
reduce the price of electricity from 
12 1-2 cents to 10 cents a kilowatt, 
but this 20 per cent, reduction is off¬ 
set by the discontinuance of the 5 
per cent, rebate for payment of bills 
before the 10th of the month, making 
the reduction only 15 per cent, from 
the former rate. It was also sug¬ 
gested that residents of Sierra Madre 
Villa are now being served from Pasa¬ 
dena at 5 cents per kilowatt and that 
possibly Sierra Madre could secure 
service from that city at the lower 
rate.

The Board of Trade of Lockport, 
X. Y.. is proposing an Optional Third 
j Class Cities Law applicable to all the 
I cities of the state under 50.000 popula- 
j tion. In the explanatory pamphlet 
i (obtainable for a stamp from Wm. A. 
Dickenson, secretary, at Lockport) the 
law is described as “The Board of Di¬ 
rectors Plan” and is explained as fol¬ 
lows : 

“The power is all lodged in a coun¬ 
cil or five aldermen elected at large on 
non-partisan ballots for a term of four 
years subject to recall after six 

I 

j months. Nomination by petition, or by 
cash deposit returnable if candidate 
j sets a specified proportion of the 
j votes. Double election except for can- 
I didates who get a majority at the first 
| election. The alderman receiving the 
; highest vote is chairman and takes the 
J honorary title of mayor but has no 
j veto power. No other elective officers, 
except county supervisors. The initia¬ 
tive and referendum are provided for. 

“The council hires a city manager 
who in turn appoints all other city 
employes subject to existing civil serv¬ 
ice rules. He is responsible to the 
council for all the work of the city, ex¬ 
cept the schools. He prepares the an¬ 
nual budget, an annual corporate 
stock budget, sits with the council as 
its secretary and is responsible for the 
execution of its ordinances and resolu¬ 
tions. 

"The chief improvement in this act

“The basic merit of the commission 
plan and the one that is responsible 
for its unquestioned success is that it 
is a workable form of democracy. It 
can be operated easily by the people 
without tiie aid of political machines, 
v hich under the old form are an indis¬ 
pensable arm of the government. The 
Short Ballot—only five to elect, all of 
them independent—is the gist of the 
plan.” 

This development of an appointive 
chief executive will be attacked by 
some provincials, no doubt, as an un¬ 
heard-of innovation. The plan, how¬ 
ever, has been almost universal on tin 1 
European Continent and elsewhere for 
a hundred years. Staunton, Yu., has 
had such a city manager for some 
years and reports that it is highly suc¬ 
cessful.

mission or council becomes head of 
a city department. It disposes of the 
confusion of responsibility inherent in 
the western plan where the board as 
t whole is responsible for all depart- 
l ments and each <j>mmissioner is also 
| responsible for his own. 

“This improved plan also frees the 
people from the necessity of trying 
o gauge the fitness of candidates to 
do executive and technical work as de¬ 
partment heads. The people can elect 
true representatives, labor men for ex- 
mple, men who are typical leaders of 
?uim rkally-imp i tant elements of the 
population and as they will only di¬ 
rect policies and will not personally 
execute them, the efficiency of the de- 
1 artments is less likely to be inter¬ 
fered with. Likewise the departments 
will not be subject to demoralization 
by needless changes of their chief ex- 
excutives, nor will they be at the mercy 
>f the ignorance of some man who is 
•lected on, say, a franchise issue, and 
finds himself obliged to learn and di- 
rect the details of city finance or street 
paving. 

“The list of available candidates is 
widened immensely by the fact that 
he commissioners (aldermen) are not 
o be obliged to abandon private ca- 
eers for what may be but a single 
'erm of office at the head of an unfa¬ 
miliar and perhaps uncongenial de¬ 
partment. They simply represent the 
people, at the city hall, with power 
to review, criticize, question and di¬ 
rect the work of the city manager, 
who is their creature. Those are con¬ 
ditions which will be attractive to the 
ablest brains in the community re¬ 
gardless of the .small salary. 

“This plan cannot be criticised as 
over-concentration if power, since it 
divides the power much more evenly 
than the present governments wherein! 
the Mayor alone often holds over half 
of the total power of the city.

The visit of Sylvia Pankhurst to Los 
Angeles justified the conclusion of the 
News that the tactics of the militant 
suffragettes need not be feared nor ex¬ 
pected in California, being rather the 
result of conditions peculiar to Eng¬ 
land. California will do the square 
thing and grant women the ballot 
which is rightfully theirs without go¬ 
ing through anything more strenuous 
that a campaign of quiet education. 
.Miss Pankhurst has made the militant 
suffragette thousands upon thousands 
of friends in America. She spoke four 
times in and about Los Angeles, and 
each time she burst the bubble of prej¬ 
udice against the women of England. 
Her lucid recital >f a twentieth cen¬ 
tury oppression aroused her audiences 
to great feeling. The militant suffra¬ 
gette, she declares, is but a means to 
an end; she. goes into the streets to 
sell papers—-to make speeches—to in¬ 
terest the public—for but one reason, 
and that is to change conditions which 
are almost inconceivable. Women in 
England earn, on an average, $1.75 a 
week; thousands of them earn so piti¬ 
able a wage that their survival is to 
be wondered at. The marriage laws 
are so unjust to women, and divorce 
so difficult, that marriage is but a sad 
refuge for the working woman, and it 
is impossible to gain a hearing before 
the government without just such a 
demonstration as has been made by 
the English women who must have re¬ 
dress through the ballot, or become a 
twentieth century slave. Miss Pank¬ 
hurst uses no dramatic tricks to fire 
her audiences; she dresses simply; site 
talks quietly, but her stories of im¬ 
prisonment, of arrests and humiliating 
treatment at the hands if the police, 
and of the discrimination against wom¬ 
en convince her hearers that the suf¬ 
fragette of England is the martyr of 
today.

CITY TRUSTEES MEET 

Last week's meeting of the city trus¬ 
tees was adjourned from Thursday to 
Friday night on account of the annual 
meeting of the Water Company on the 
regular meeting night. About the only 
business of importance aside from 
routine matters was the appropriation 
of $250 lor the use of the Board of 
Trade committee in charge of the Sierra 
Mad re exhibit at the Land and Products 
Exposition in Shrine Auditorium, Los 
Angeles. The hoard was advised by Act¬ 
ing City Attorney E. F. Hughes that a 
city of the sixth class may devote five 
per cent of the receipts from property 
taxes to the purpose of town promotion 
and advertising. 

ADIEU TO THE MORTGAGE TAX 

The decision of Attorney General 
Webb, that no mortgages are to be as¬ 
sessed this year, probably marks the 
last of the taxation of mortgages after 
more than thirty years of disappoint¬ 
ing experience. And yet, in principle, 
the taxation of mortgages as a proper¬ 
ty interest in the mortgaged property 
was absolutely sound. The only 
trouble was that in the application of 
that principle there was vexation, dif¬ 
ficulty and injustice to the borrower, 
who may only propost while the lender 
disposes. But the difficulties encoun¬ 
tered and injustices inflicted in the 
attempted to enforce the mortgage tax 
were inconsequential compared with 
the fiasco of imposing and collecting 
taxes upon personal pr perty. The 
principle is all right, the application 
of it all wrong, and the attempt to 
tax personal property should be aban¬ 
doned. With the abandonment of the 
tax on personal property should go 
the impositi n of taxes upon im¬ 
provements on real estate. The Watch¬ 
man is not a single taxer, for he be¬ 
lieves in tariff taxes for their, own I 
-ake and in corporation taxes and: 
taxes on incomes and inheritances as ! 
being well grounded in public policy, j 
but so much of the single tax idea as ! 
appertains to taking for the benefit or j 
all of us a share of that unearned in- | 
crement which all of us create, is j 
sound in principle, not difficult of ap- ! 
plication and should become a part of ! 
the taxation policy of all our cities- i 
and counties. A good beginning has! 
been made in California in the system! 
of reforming taxation, but it is only! 
a beginning. There is need to push i 
ahead with discussion and education j 
until justice is done and a feasinie pol¬ 
icy of taxation has been worked out. |
